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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-32 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reason for the 
allowance of claim 17 is due to the decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences (BPAI). The prior art does not shows or suggest a display window for 
viewing symbols on the reels along each of at least two straight lines when the reels are 
stopped, such that alignments on at least one of the lines of any of specific 
combinations of the symbols provide a winning state for the player and all other 
combinations of the symbols on the straight lines do not provide a winning state for the 
player. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
